Decatur got another big dose o^peata 


er last night. We hare had several of 
them since Nor. 15th lasl when the "cold 
snap" commenced. We have had sleet, 
wind, rain, snow, slush, mud and a regu- 
lar north pole freeze-up. Last evening * 
drizzling rain began to fall, which turned 
into sleet after it struck the ground. By 
lamp lighting time the sidewalks every- 
where were covered with Ice, while the 
•treeu presented a slick appearance. It 
was next to impossible for people without 
overshoes or creepers on their feet to 
move about, and as a consequence tbe 
places of public resort were sumewhat 
deserted. By eleven o'clock enough rain 
had fallen to turn the sleet into disagree- 
able slush, but walking! was not so much 
of a task as it was three or four hours 
earlier. 8oon after 12 o'clock the tem- 
perature became quite frigid, and the 
rain continuing to fall, there was a gener- 
al freeze up all over the city. This morn- 
ing the sight presented was both striking 
and beautiful. 
The trees were coated 


with ice to such an extent that numerous 
branches touched the ground,*o great 
was the weight. Many of the weaker 
branches were broken off, and llie smaller 
fruit trees in tbe city and country wen 
more or less damiged. One of the fin 
maples on Ex-Gov. Oglesby's premises 
was ruined, find several" trees in th« park 
were broken or splintered in places 
Icicles from two to eight inches in length 
are tj be seen nearly everywhere to-day 
The telegraph and telephone wires ar 
weighted down with ire a half inch thick, 
and the poles are bending, with the great 
strain thus put upon them. 
The pole in 


front of Leiby Bros.' bakery is aii object 
ot general observation. 
To keep it from 


breaking a prop was placed against it to- 
day. It will be supported in that manner 
until Ihe ice falls from the vires when it 
will either be replaced by n new pole or 
he readjusted. 
The fire elarm wire be- 


tween llie council r bamber and (lie water 
works was broken in two places, ami one 
of the poles was laid low. To-day Super- 
visor Shnrh had a force of workmen 
plodding around putting the wire in shape 
and opening water outlets. Several of the 
Western Union and telephone wires wore 
a'.so broken, and the old wires alone; the 
line of the Illinois Central railroad and 
other railways, were rendered tempora- 
rily useless. Business houses with inse- 
cure roofs were more or less damaged by 
water. The spouts became choked up 
with ice, and the water finding no outlet 
soaked or seeped through the crevices 
and dripped, dripped into the rooms 
below. 
The flood at -1. M. Stookcy 


& Co.'s book 
store 
was probably 


the most damaging. Considerable stock 
WM dampened- but to what amount 
hag not yet been estimated. The water 
came through the rear portion of the 
room, and ruined 20 feet of the ceiling 
The front part of W.R. Abbott &Co'a. 
jewelry store was also flooded and dam- 
age done to the celling and toola to the 
amount of about $50. Goods belonging 
to Morehouse & Wells, on the uppe 
floors, were also slightly damaged by 
water. At P. B. Provost * Son's furni- 
ture Btore there was a moist time but no 
damage of any consequence was observa- 
ble.

"DEATH OF MISS HUI.I IK PCI.LEII. 


A most sad and aflhding death took 


place yesterday afternoon in Jtoimal— 
ane which has brought grief to many a 
Heart, and taken from earth a woman 
beloved by all who Knew her 
Nearly all 


the older residents of Normal, ami many 
of the new ones, knew quite intimate!) 
Miss Mollie Fuller, who for mure than 
twenty years bad associated with tl.e peo 
pie of Normal, as student, orcaiumal 
visitor, and latterly as a resident, oiid will 
be shocked to know that she U no mote. 


Miss Fuller had been quite fecbie for 


some time past, but on Sunday evening 
she was able to attend church. Yesterday 
morning at breakfast time she fainted, but 
in a few moments came to consciousness 
Then a terrible pain came to her head, 
spasms followed with general prostration, 
and when the doctor arrived lie pronounc- 
ed her malady to be congestion of the 
brain. At three in the afternoon she died, 
surrounded by her afflicted friends, than 
whom none could be more devoted. 


Miss Fuller came to Normal from Taze- 


well county, where, we believe, she was 
torn, and entered the Normal School, 
roni which she graduated in 1888. Her 
ecord as a student was one of the best 
ever made m the Institution, and she

In school, as In 


all situations of her life, she was an in- 
domitable worker, whose ambitious spirit 
ed her to tasks far beyond her physical 
strength. After leaving school she taught 
Tor years in Decalur, then in Tarewell 
county, her old home, and next at Mag- 
nolia, Putnam county, where she was 
principal of schools. To recuperate her 
strength and for further culture, she vis- 
ited Europe in company with her uncle, 
Mr. Ellis Dillon, the brother of her dead 
mother. Since she ceased teaching she 
Bad devoted her attention to elocution, 
and studied in Boston, where she had re- 
sided a large portion of late years. Not 
long ago Miss Fuller removed to Normal 
with her step-mother and her brothers 
and sisters, with whom she has made her 
home. Her own mother died when Miss 
Fuller was four years old, but her step- 
mother was ever as kind and loving to- 
ward her as her own mother could have 
been. 
Mias Fuller was a remarkable woman. 


Though her Ijody was frail and weak, 
and though nearly all her life a sufferer, 
her vigorous mind never rested. Her life 
was one of continuous labor and Industry. 
She was a woman of the truest princi- 
ples and the purest motives, unselfish 
and devoted to her friends, and above all 
to the members of her family, for (whose 
welfare she never-ceased to plan. She 
was a member of tbe Baptist church, 
and was a pure and practical Christian, if 
ever there was one.
